Judge Rosa did 
not confer with any of the Outa- 
gamie-co or Appleton men who 
were at the courthouse to meet the 
commissioners, although Harold M. 
Groves and Judge William J. Con- 
way, the other commissioners, en- 
tered into discussions with the var-

General F. M. Wylie stated in an 
official opinion today that th3 legis- 
lature has constitutional authority 
to provide for a moratorium on 
farm and home mortgages or some 
plan of adjusting principal and in- 
terest on mortgage indebtedness. 


The opinion was delivered to 


Commissioner Joseph D. Beck of 
the state department of agriculture 
and markets, -who, with the other 
commissioners, sat in last week at 
the 
meetings of the Wisconsin 


Council of Agriculture committee 
which is preparing mortgage ease- 
ment legislation. 
, 


The official opinion confirmed the 


advice that Wylie had given the 
council commitee at Its first meet- 
ing several weeks ago. 


He held that the state's police 


power is as broad as the public 
welfare and that the legislature may 
exercise it in the emergency situa- 
tion to prevent general foreclosures 
of farms and homes. 


Wylie said that the 
legislature 


may set up standards for dealing 
with mortgage indebtedness which 
may be followed by the courts in 
handling individual cases or which 
may be enforced by administration 
officials. 


The deputy attorney general is 


working upon the tentative draft of 
a bill which the council of agricul- 
ture will present to the 1933 legis- 
lature.

was involved. 


The dead: Captain Joseph R. 


Wessely, 45, of San Antonio. Texas. 
25th infantry, assistant to the post 
quartermaster; Mrs. Wessely, wife 
of the slain officer, of Cedar Rap- 
ids, Iowa: Captain David A. Palmer, 
42, of Beverly, Mass., in command 
of Company M, 25th infantry, and 
his wife, the former 
Miss Mary 


Lowden of Dedham, Mass.: James 
H. Abernathy, Negro private, quar- 
termaster's corps, of Houston, Tex- 
as, slayer of the four. 


The wounded: First Lieut. Harvie 


R. Matthews, 25th infantry, assigned 
to Company K command, shot twice 
through both legs. He is 32 years 
of age and from Chapel Hill, Texas. 
Physicians said he will recover. 


The official statement of the 


board of investigators summoned by" 
the post commandant said: 


"No motive for the 
crimes is 


shown to the officers at Fort Hua- 
chuca, but Abernathy undoubtedly 
was suffering from temporary in- 
sanity. He was employed at the 
filling station on the military re- 
servation. 
"All of the 
officers concerned 


were unusually popular with the 
men." 


Col. R. S. Knox, commanding of- 


ficer of the 25th infantry regiment, 
'ho came here from his headquar- 
ters at Nogales, later added: 


'Insofar as the regiment is con- 
cerned, there is no,breach «f discip- 
line, but on the other hand, there is 
great commendation for Corporal 
Peter Hardley, Company L. mem- 
ber of the provost guard, who pur- 
sued and killed the murderer upon 
his own initiative." 


Officers at the post unofficially 


advanced as a possible cause of the 
Negro's madness, his brooding over 
a recent demotion from the rank of 
sergeant. Abernathy -had been in- 
volved in a fatal automobile acci- 
dent He had been released to state 
courts and was placed on 10 years 
probation. 


Captain Wessely was the first to 


be killed. He was shot down with- 
out warning as he drovp into the 
service station 
where Abernathy 


was employed. After killing the of- 
ficer, the Negro drove to the cap- 
tain's home where he apparently 
burst in upon Mrs. Wessely and 
killed her. 


From the Wessely home he went 


to the Palmer residence where he 
apparently killed Captain and Mrs. 
Palmer without a struggle. The two 
Palmer children, David, 12, and 
Polly, 10, escaped David shoved his 
sister into a closet, slammed the 
door and ran 
from the house to 


notify post headquarters. 


After killing 
Captain and Mrs. 


Palmer, Abernathy ran to the home 


Lieutenant Matthews, and open- 


ed fire on him. Meanwhile, the pro- 
voct corporal had been attracted by 
the shooting, and, obtaining a rifle, 
ran toward Matthews' home. He 
found 
the officer 
lying on the 


ground and the Negro firing shots 
into his body. The corporal then 
killed Abernathy. 


His officers said Corpor* Hard- 


ley has an enviable record with the 
regiment. He enlisted from Cam- 
den, Ala., in 1918, and has four 
honorable discharges, all bearing 
the notation "charactfer excellent." 


Both Captain Palmer and Captain 


Wessely had served in the World 
war with the ranking of majors.

John W. Reynolds today announced 
he will not comply with the request 
of Governor LaFollette that he in- 
stitute suit against the Wisconsin 
Bankshares corporation and the 
First Wisconsin National Bank of 
Milwaukee, for alleged violation of 
the state 
law which 
prohibits 


branch banking and monopolies in 
restraint of trade. 


Reynolds, who retires from of- 


fice Monday, announced the reasons 
for his decision in the following 
statement: 


"I have given careful considera- 


tion to the request of the governor 
that such suit be instituted. While 
acknowledging the courtesy due to 
a request from the chief executive 
office of this state, I regard it as my 
duty as attorney general not to in- 
stitute any action unless in my 
judgment there are good and suf- 
ficient grounds for the commence- 
ment of such action and there is 
more than a bare likelihood that 
the action can be successfully main- 
tained. 


"There is a serious legal question 


as to whether our anti-trust laws 
apply to banking and credit facili- 
ties, and it is extremely doubtful 
that the Wisconsin Bankshares has 
a monopoly of banking facilities. In 
the state of Wisconsin there are 
about 750 banks and only 40 are 
members of the so-called chain. 


"Whether chain banking is a good 


or bad thing presents in economic 
question which should be decided 
by the legislature rather than the 
courts. Our legislature has already 
recognized the 
existence of the 


chain and has enacted legislation 
^expressly relating thereto. See Sec, 
221.56, Wis. Stats. The legislature 
meets within a few days and if that 
body should determine that 
the 


operation of the Bankshares cor- 
poration has in some respects been 
contrary to the best interests of the 
state, appropriate legislation to cor- 
rect any abuses may be promptly 
enacted. It would be a serious mis- 
take, in my opinion, to start any 
action at this time, for it would 
have the effect of placing upon the 
courts the burden of making a de- 
cision which properly belongs to 
the legislative branch of govern- 
ment."

"I only know," he said, "that the 


overwhelming bulk of the 'testi- 
mony was against it during the 
hearings. Even Director Roop of 
the budget, who helped prepare 
the chief executive's recommenda- 
tions, said he thought it would be 
wise to leave reorganization to the 
incoming administration." 


Disapproval of Mr. Hoover's pro- 


gram by either house would block 
it. 
House leaders are 'confident 


their branch will act and leave the 
way clear to give President-elect 
Roosevelt sweeping powers for re- 
grouping. 


"I am against Mr. Hoover's re- 


grouping plans," Cochran said, "for 
two reasons. One is that the 58 
transfers he advocated would re- 
sult in confusion just as the new 
administration taxes over. The Oth- 
er is that the recommendations of 
the president seem to have been 
hastily made with little considera- 
tion. I don't think "they would re- 
sult in economy or efficiency."

ed Canadian syndicate, justjreturn- 
ed from Moscow, was in Ottawa to- 
day to talk the matter over with 
government officials. Premier Ben- 
nett, who was reserving judgment 
on reports of the plan he had heard, 
arrived in Ottawa yesterday after a 
trip abroad. 


Only a few months ago Canada 


consummated a similar deal with 
Russia. Tankers unloaded 4,000 tons 
oil at Montreal and the Soviet 


government was paid with $1,000,- 
000 worth of Canadian aluminum. 


Revivals of the age-old barter 


system in the United States and 
abroad, in small towns and com- 
munities, have been reported re- 
cently in various Associated Press 
dispatches.

This followed 
closely upon sale of 15,000,000 bush- 
els of farm board wheat and flour 
fiom the Pacific northwest to Chi- 
na—similar in effect to a barter by 
stimulating 
imports of Chinese 


goods and relieving fanners of 
wheat they could not sell for a prof- 
it. 


Brazil also entered"' into a deal 


with Poland recently which practic- 
ally was a barter. A shipment of 
60,000 tons of steel rails from Po- 
land were to be exchanged for im- 
portation Of c&ifee to one Polish or- 
ganization which Would direct it 
to countries buying Polish goods. 


The "favored nation" and similar 
rec:iirocsl agreements now becom- 
iig so popular between nations ol 
:he world are, in principle, barter- 
ing. Units of the British empire 
added impetus to the movement 
with tneir preference agreements 
drawn up last summer at Ottawa. 
Uruguay, for instance, has created a 
monopoly to buy all its oil products 
next year from Russia in return for 
Uruguayan meat. 


A Winnipeg syndicate was mak- 
ing plans for the latest Canadian- 
Russian, swap. One report said it 
would accept, anthracite coal, as 
well as oil, from Russia. Another 
said Canadian railroad equipment 
would be sent to Russia as well as 
cattle. 


Meanwhile a movement has been 
inaugurated in Nova Scotia for the- 
bartering of fish and fish products 
for products of the farm. The plan 
was discussed yesterday at a pre- 
liminary conference of the shore 
fishing industry and government 
representatives at Halifax.

This question becomes 
pertinent as the latest figures from 
the bureau of internal revenue are 
analyzed, especially as it is appar- 
ent that the people who collectively 
earned a net income of about $12,- 
000,000,000 paid only $89,000,000 in 
taxes, while another group of peo- 
ple who earned $1,280,000,000 paid a 
tax of $149,000,000. 


The first group comprises all in- 


dividuals who had a net income of 
less than $50,000 a year and the sec- 
ond group includes all who earned 
$£0,000 a year or more. 


The under 550,000 group -which 


paid the 589,000,000 in taxes had 
about $217,000,000 in profits from 
sale of real estate, stocks and»bojids, 
other than capital net gams. The 
same group received about $2,000,- 
000,000 in dividends on stock of 
domestic • corporations as compared 
with $950,000,000 
from 
similar 


sources received by the over-$50,000 
group.

Pastor Laughs at Reports 


That Campus Life Is 


Deterrent to Religion 


Columbus, Ohio —CSf— Informa- 


tion gathered from 2,300 college un- 
dergraduates was used Thursday to 
support a claim that university life 
increases the interest of young per- 
sons in religion. 


The claim was presented by the 


Rev. John W. Miller, pastor .of the 
Presbyterian church at Ohio State 
university, before the annual meet- 
ing of church workers in colleges 
of 4he North Central conference, in 
session here. The conference rep- 
resents 16 states. 


Mr. Miller, who has been gather- 


ing-Ms evidence for the last three 
years, laughed at talk that "campus 
influences" destroy students' inter- 
est in religion. 


"They don't attend Sunday school 


and church so much after they go 
to college," he said, "but their in- 
terest in religion not only remains 
but actually increases 


"My figures show," he said, "that 


the deciease in_church attendance 
among college students occurs as 
soon as-they matriculate. They have 
not at that time had occasion to be 
'influenced.' 


"In their senior year, many stu- 


dents who have been careless about 
church attendance after leaving 
home begin drifting 
interestedly 


back, and the return in the first 
year after graduation is surprising. 


Students whose homes are in 


towns where they go to- college, at- 
tend church more regularly than 
those away from home. This dem- 
onstrates again that it's the" loss of 
home influences that counts." 


Pouncing on the oft-voiced sug- 
;estion that certain college courses 
are a disturbing influence in the 
religious lives of students", Mr. Mil- 
ler Said: 


"I have had courses checked and 


I can say that'nothing in any course 
—such as a biological science, for 
•example—need cause 
concern to 


those interested in the religious 
welfare of university students. 


"The subject matter of a course 


is not an important factor. The at- 
titude and method in which courses 
are taught determines whether they 
are religiously constructive or des- 
tructive."

ing without recourse to sales taxes, 
then the treasury can hope to raise 
more mone; by taxing more Leavily 
the groups under $50,000 a year and 
perhaps even more drastically the 
incomes above $50,000. But the fact 
remains that the tax laws have rest- 
ed rather easily on the people with 
incomes of 85,000 a year and run- 
ning up to $50,000 a year as com- 
pared with the heavy toll taken 
from those in excess of $50,000, 
while those under $5,000 have paid 
a negligible amount of the total tax 
—about three per cent of the tax 
bill. 


One of the arguments made in 


favor of the sales tax is that it is 
spread evenly over all the'peonle, 
but if it is desired to spread taxes 
evenly the 
government has ..the 


same opportunity with respect to 
the income tax. Politically hereto- 
fore it has been deemed unpopular 
to tax incomes under $5,OOQ a year 
because 2,560,000 persons are in that 
class, whereas there are only 556,- 
120 persons with incomes over 
$5,000 a year and^of this group only 
10,800 have net incomes in excess 
of 350,000 a year. 


The general principle among the 


politicians has been that-this latter 
group could pay higher taxes. Un- 
questionably the new income tax 
rates which go into effect March 15 
next will weight heavily on the 
higher brackets but they will "by 
no means bring the revenue expect- 
ed because of the passing of 'divi- 
dends and general losses in busi- 
ness. As for the group under $50,000 
a year the net income is not expect- 
ed to vary as materially as that of 
the group in the higher brackets. 


No further tinkering with the in- 


come tax is to be axpected until 
late in 1933, when the returns from 
the laws passed last Spring have 
been collected and the productivity 
of tax rates in each class is studied 
in the light of 1932 "business condi- 
tions.

INCOME TAX KINKS 


Those ancient stories which had to do 


with the confusions of labyrinths exposed 
nothing much more intricate than our in- 
come tax laws. And the last congress 
added to the difficulty by adding an in- 
creased tax even on losses. It was a gov- 


^ ernmeht desperate for money and desper- 


ation always brings forth desperate mea- 
sures. 


For instance under the revenue act of 


2932 no losses,-however actual and pain- 
ful., may be deducted from income by 
reason of the sale or exchange^of any se- 
curities unless they were held by the_iax> 
payers for two years or more or unless 
the same taxpayer had made by the sale 
of similar securities profits enough to 
offset his losses. 


And yet there is a plain kernel of jus- 


tice in this law. We rather think it was 
suggested by the known fact that many 
persons by altering their securities, sell- 
ing what they had "and buying some- 
thing similar though of a different name 
were doing so for the purpose of making 
losses and saving taxes when there were 
no losses in fact. So the innocent must 
suffer that the guilty do not succeed;in 
their plans. 


Of course if losses'were actually sus- 


tained from the sals or exchange- of se- 
curities which had been held for a period 
of more than two years so as to consti- 
tute "capital assets" the loss is one recog- 
nized by the law. But in. this respect too 
the revenue act of 1932 contains another 
peculiar provision, Losses cannot be tak- 
en by, the sale of bonds issued by a gov- 
ernment OE one of its political subdivi- 
sions.' "The tsongress may have felt that 
such Josses are' only temporary in char- 
actef-although they are real enough to the 
man~who must have money and actually 
and finally sells "his securities. At the 
same time the government bond field pre- 
sented such a plain and extensive area for 
actual tradings with paper, but no truth- 
ful, loss as possibly to suggest its ex- 
clusion. 


That the purpose was largely to pre- 


vent these "wash" sales further demoral- 
izing the market and at the same time 
avoiding taxes is further borne out by 
the provision excluding from its terms 
dealers in securities in relation to "stocks 
and bonds acquired for resale to custcm- 
-ers in respect of transactions in the or- 
dinary course of business or to banks or 


f trust companies incorporated under the 
laws of the United States or of any state 
or territory." 


It is evident of course that many men 


_ will be called upon to pay taxes upon 


an income they haven't been able to re- 
*"tain and that harsh situations are bound 
to arise. It is hoped that they may be 
the exception instead of the rule. It 
becomes the duty of citizens in the face 
of substantial alterations in the law to 


- comply with the new provisions frankly 


and in good faith. A sulky attitude helps 
no one. 


At Christmas time everyone joins good- 


naturedly in the request of the post office 
•frrease its burden with careful wrappings 
and plain addresses. The same spirit, 
however hard it be to arouse it, should 
accompany the making out of income tax 
returns to facilitate the work of the gov- 
ernment and to minimize error and ex- 
pense. 


EQUALITY IN ARMS 


So far as the question of armaments is 


concerned, it was not wholly a one-sided 
affair— that of the man who made his 
way into the visitors' gallery of the House 
of Representatives in 
"Washington the 


other day, pulled out a gun and threat- 
ened to shoot up. the place, unless given 
the --rivilege of addressing the assembly. 
For the moment, free speech was every 
place but among the shrinking statesmen, 
supposedly its greatest exponents. 


As they balanced their peaceful as- 


pirations against this weighty show of ar- 
mament, disarmament became a major 
objective and a huge amount of sympa- 
thy could be extended to this legislative 
body trying to get along in the ways of 
peace. 


Not so with the senate, which proved 


to be a horse of another color in this 
armament business, when Charles F. Pace, 
veteran financial clerk of that body went 
gunning for Charles Stevenson, United 
Press respresentative.

THE DEBT DEFAULTS 


Under any circumstances outside of ab- 


solute inability to pay, the refusal of na- 
tions to abide by their solemn financial 
obligations is a serious affair. The fact 
that these obligations usually have no 
other security than the honor and integ- 
rity of the debtor makes the obligation 
still more binding than would be the 
case of a defaulting individual against 
whom legal action could be taken. Hence 
no excuse exists for France, Belgium and 
the other nations that refused to pay their 
December installments due the United 
States. All could have paid and argued 
later as the political situation seemed to 
demand. 


It must not be overlooked, however, 


that the present distressing complexities 
of the debt question are full of embar- 
rassment for ourselves as well as the 
debtors. 


President Hoover was animated by 


high ideals in originally suggesting a 
moratorium on intergovernmental obliga- 
tions and in following this up with the 
implication that the debts might be re- 
vised in conjunction with the solution of 
other international problems such as the 
limitation and reduction of armaments, 


vthe adjustment of tariffs, the stabilization 


of exchanges and other vital economie 
questions demanding practical cooperation 
for the common good. 


These high ideals have only "led to 


recriminations, the upset of European 
governments and peoples, the cooling of 
old friendships and brought on differ- 
ences and disputes which can be com- 
posed with difficulty. 


The failure of congress to follow the 


President's leadership in his international 
negotiations—a leadership constitution- 
ally imposed upon an executive generally 
accounted by the rest of the world as 
extremely powerful, yet one suddenly de- 
stroyed by an overwhehning political de- 
feat—has created a situation analogous 
to that which broke the strength of Pres- 
ident Wilson when his own high resolves 
failed to receive the support of congress. 


It is a situation of this' character cre- 


ated by the peculiarity of, our system, 
with its contradictiorrin words and deeds 
in so far as international negotiations 
are concerned, that permits wily politi- 
-cians in foreign lands to mislead the mass- 
~es of the people concerning the objects 
and purpo^sj of America. 


RAILROADS PLEAD FOR EQUAL 


OPPORTUNITY 


Testimony offered before the National 


Transportation committee, of which Cal- 
vin Coolidge is chairman, and which is 
now making a study of railroad prob- 
lems, serves but to emphasize the serious 
plight of the railroads in this country. 
As with commercial enterprises in every 
other field, they are, of course, suffering 
severely from the depression. At the 
same time they are subjected to handi- 
caps through governmental 
regulation 


and by unregulated competing agencies, 
some of which even carry governmental 
subsidy, that in, prosperous times would 
be oppressive and unfair. 


The public is interested primarily in 


that system which in the long run will 
give it the best and most economical 
service. If it turns out that, given equal 
opportunity in competition, other agencies 
can transport passengers and freight with 
greater convenience and benefit to travel 
and industry—then that is the railroad's 
misfortune and must be credited to the 
account of Progress with which the pres- 
ent methods of railway transportation 
were unable to keep pace. 


Monopoly of any form of transporta- 


tion cannot be permitted in this country. 
The motor truck, the highway bus, the 
airplane, the baige have established their 
legitimacy in the field of transportation 
and they are here to stay. Yet the plea 
of the railroads~that legislation foe enacted 
regulating the commercial users of high- 
ways, waterways and airways so as to 
strike an equitable balance with the con- 
trol now exercised over the railways, is 
fair and logical Thai the railroads can- 
not hold their own unless given equal op- 
portunity, seems indisputable. 


Any discussion of this railroad ques- 


tion, if it is to lead anywhere, must start 
on sound premises. The premise in this 
case is that the railroad is not asking 
to be protected against any kind of Com- 
petition. It merely asks the opportunity 
to meet it on all fours.

A boil (furuncle) is a household 


size abscess produced 
when the 


common germs 
of 
suppuration 


penetrate thru the hair 
follicle, 


sweat or sebaceous gland to the tis- 
sues junder the skin. It isn't a boil 
if it hasn't a "core"—that is, the 
small slough which is 
extruded 


when the boil is "ripe." The "core" 
consists of the hair follicle and per- 
laps the sweat or sebaceous gland 
issue which has undergone coag- 
ulation necrosis. 


We may as well acknowledge at 
he beginning that no known an- 
iseptic or gerrmcide, short of com- 
plete destruction of the infected tis- 
sues by cauterizing 
by heat 
or 


chemical, is of the slightest value 
in the treatment of a boil, so far as 
he patient's immediate 
welfare 


:oes. 
However, 
mild 
antiseptic 


otions, baths or dressings are ad- 
visable in every 
case to prevent 


spreading of the infection to other 
jersons or to another place on the 
ratient's own skin. For this purpose 
believe ordinary soap and water 
s as effective as any remedy we 
can use; -or-as an-alternative, a_solu- 
ion of a- rounded teaspoonful of 
aoric acid in a pint of boiled wa- 
er.

Limit Loss-Taking 


Bulletin Explains Rulings 


On Securities Held for 


Short Periods 


Numerous inquiries have been re- 


ceived by D. A. Matteson, United 
States revenue agent in the federal 
building, relative to the new -law 
limiting.the deduction of losses on 
bonds and stocks held for two'years 
or less. Yesterday Mr. Matteson re- 
ceived a bulletin from the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue which makes it 
clear that taxpayers, in computing 
their incomes-for 1932, are permit- 
ted to deduct losses from the sale of 
stocks or. bonds held two years or 
less only to the amount of profit 
made on the sale or exchange of 
securities held for a similar period. 


This ruling applies only to securi- 


ties held two years or less and 
does not -apply to. those held for a 
longer period; They are regarded as 
capital assets and- are treated pre- 
cisely as under the old revenue 
law. 


The new law provides that if the 


profit from the sale of securities 
held two years or less exceeds the 
loss on similar exchanges, this prof- 
it is taxable the same as all other 
income, but . if losses are greater 
than profits, the excess of loss over 
profit cannot be deducted, but may 
be carried on into the next taxable 
year, in amounts- not greater than 
the net taxable income for that 
year, when it 
may be applied 


against profits from similar trans- 
actions for the year 1933. 


It is pointed out specifically that 


this does not apply to real or per- 
sonal property and the obligations 
of foreign governments, the fed- 
eral government and its 
subdi- 


visions also are exempt - from any 
limitations with respect to loss or 
gain which is determined in the 
usual "manner regardless 
of' how 


long they are held. 


Taxpayers are urged to maintain 


such records of their security hold- 
ings as will determine how long 
they are held because of the spe- 
cial treatment given those owned 
two years or less.

Neifeld said the average of Am- 
erica's 30,000,000 families will find 
current assets more than double 
current liabilities, despite the last 
tturee years. And he displayed a 
balance sheet to prove it 


Total assets of the American fam- 
ily-at the end of 1929, he figured, 
were $421,679,000,000, while total li£ 
bihties were only $46,360,000,000. 
"In other words," he said, "for ev- 
ery dollar the American family 
owed, they had nine in their pos- 
. session." 


The statistical expert placed cur- 


rent asseta at $208,477,000,000, com- 
posed of $31,519,000,000 in cash, and 
£176,958,000,000 in investments. Fix- 
ed assets included §145,000,000,000 


in real estate, $50,000,000,000 in fur- 
niture and the like, $7,600,000,000 in 
automobiles, and the rest in miscel- 
laneous things from a can of beans 
to a yacht. 


Current 
liabilities—installments 
due, cash loans, and loans on insur- 
ance policies—amounted to $11,- 
810,000,000 and fixed liabilities, the 
faithful mortgages, were only $34,- 
550,000,000. That left the net worth 
of the American family as a group 
some 
$375,319,000,000—somewhere 
close to $12,000 a family. 


For 1932 and the years interven- 


ing since 1929, Neifeld noted that 
current assets dropped $3,175,000,000 
mostly in bank accounts, while cur- 
rent liabilities rose 
$3,970,000,000 


mostly in cash loans. Installment 
payments owed, meanwhile, went 
down $840,000,000. 


With other revisions, Neifeld put 
the total assets of the family at

A double of an opposing game, or 


slam contract by a player entered 
the bidding is generally made for 
the. purpose of obtaining a certain 
lead from his. partner. Sometimes 
it is the lead-of partner's own suit 
that is desired, but the double calls 
for a lead, of the suit bid by the 
right-hand opponent. It is usually 
a desperation double, made because 
the player is quite sure that there 
is no other way of defeating the 
contract.

With Injury Problem 


New York —en— Football, faced 


with a "disconcerting" number of 
serious and fatal injuries in 1932, 
for the second straight year must 
grapple for a solution of the prob- 
lem of supplying greater safeguards 
for the boys who play the game, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
national rules committee. 
.Presented today to the conven- 
tion of the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic association by the committee 
secretary, William S. Langford, the 
rep'ort appeals for a suspension of 
judgment while the rules-makers of 
the game combine with coaches, of- 
ficials and other college leaders in 
their continued 
efforts to locate 


remedies for 
new-found hazards 


and make the sport as safe as is 
humanly possible. 
New Pass Rules 


The report also decried the con- 


tinued indiscriminate use of the for- 
ward pass to a point where new 
rules may be needed to check it, 
dwelt on the accomplishments made 
under the rules changes of 1932, 
pointed out the 
lessons 
learned 


from economic deflation and paid 
glowing tribute to the 
achieve- 


ments of Edward K. Hall, long-time 
chairman, whose death this year 
was described as. an 
"irreparable 


loss of football." 
" Although noting the impossibility, 
in a game involving so much physi- 
cal contact, of eliminating accidents 
and injuries' entirely, or by the 
modification of the rules, alone, the 
report says: 


"The number of serious and fatal 


injuries- which have been reported 
by the press as occurring during the 
season of 1932 is disconcerting at 
the moment, as it was confidently 
expected that the changes in rules 
which were effected last February 
would bring, about a much lower 
average-and although there has 
been a ^material decrease from last 
se'ason, the casualty list as report- 
ed must be regarded as a problem, 
of serious import. 


"From the preliminary informa- 


tion at hand it appears that by far 
the larger percentage of these acci- 
dents occurred in high school and 
sandlot games—in direct ratio to the 
lack of. supervision exercised^-and 
that .but three cases resulting fatal- 
ly, -occurred in colleges holding 
membership in this association. 


Withholds Judgment 


_-_"Jn the meantime it is only fair 
that judgment should be 'withheld 
uhtil.i after mature .and deliberate 
consideration of the facts, proper 
solutions may" be reached." 


The^epoirt by^Langlord was pre- 


pare'dan advance of publication this 
week of "the detailed " analysis of 
1932T:football accidents, showing at 
Ieasf32 'deaths attributable directly 
to football on the sandlots, in the 
high schools and colleges. This com- 
pared "with over "40 deaths in 1931. 


The report charges, nevertheless, 
"at an analysis of th? 1931 acci- 
|nts, made last winter, "showed 
§at the so-called fatality list charg- 


ecl to football was more than 50 
per cent-misleading and inaccurate 
and that there were but 21 deaths 
which could be at all properly 
chargeable to the game, with three 
of these doubtful." 


Continuing the report says: "It 


has been estimated that at least 750,- 
000 played the game in 1931 and if 
this be accurate it means that the 
mortality rate was less than three 
one-hundredths of one per .cent. 
While the death of even a single 
player is most regretable, it is felt 
that the arraignment of football on 
this score has been too severely 
drawn in some quarters." 


The xeport's only specific hint on 


further "rules revision is based on "a 
growing tendency toward the fur- 
ther employment of the forward 
pass, the desirability of which is 
open to question." 


Must Cnrt Passes 


Suggestions made and at times 


urged upon the committee to re- 
strict the use of the "orward pass 
have been postponed in the hope 
that this would adjust itself," the 
report continues, "but unless some 
other way is found to curb the in- 
,discriminate throwing of the ball, it 
is probable that some future com- 
mittee will have to find a solution 
in order to restore the balance of 
offensive "strategy." 


Discussing the season's 
effects 


generally, the report says: 


"Lowered incomes have forced a 


healthy reduction in the price of ad- 
mission tickets, which the imposi- 
tion of taxes by the government has 
partially offset. Expense budgets 
have had to be pared by the elimi- 
nation of unnecessary and luxurious 
practices some of which had had a 
demoralizing effect upon the play- 
ers and followers of the game. 
It 


is to be hoped that football will 
have- learned its lesson from 
the 


rise and fall which has occurred 
and that it will not only place but 
keep management upon a sound 
economic'basis hereafter and avoid 
inflations which have taken place 
in the past decade.''

stocks will rise; jobs will increase; 
failures will lessen;-losses will turn 
toward profit, deficit *-'•> surplus, 
defaults toward dividends, closings 
into openings, and fears into hopes. 
As in 1932, everybody in some way 
or other was stricken by depression, 
so in 1933 everybody directly or in- 
directly will feel the improvement. 
Recovery will not flare up like a 
photographer's flashlight, but 
should brighten gradually as at sun- 
rise. Occasional reactions will be 
inevitable and we must be prepared 
to meet them courageously. What 
transforms the situation is the 
change of fundamental trend. We 
can stand temporary hesitations and 
recessions when we know that we 


policies need not be apprehensive 
of labor troubles. For the first part 
of 1933, costs of living will remain 
not far iro-2 their present lows, 'and 
workers can count 
on v-ontinued 


benefits from this cause. 


Technocracy a Delusion 


Some say, however, "What about 


technocracy',—this reign of Tabor- 
saving machinery which will make 
unemployment chronic'?" I answer 
that "technocracy" is merely a new- 
fangled name for an old-fashioned 
idea. For a iung time we have had 
machinery that is said to save labor 
and rum laborers. The same tech- 
nocratic arguments which are excit- 
ing people today could Lave greeted 
toe inventions of the automobile or 
even the locomotive. Automatic 
machinese were with 
us in the 


boom of 1926-1929. You did not wor- 
ry about the end of the world then, 
—and you need not worry now. In 
fact if technocracy had been dis- 
covered in 1929 instead of in 1932, 
it would have been hailed as one 


an economic law which puts a pre- 
mium on promptness, and the Unit- 
ed States will not be offered at ten 
cents or. the dollar vtry long. In- 
vestors must pick and cnoose with 
care, however, because not all com- 
panies will succeed. Furthermore, 
diversification of holdings is just as 
essential as it ever was; 


Two-sided Bond Market 


For 1933, two basic tendencies in 


the bond market are • indicated: 
Long term Government bonds will 
tend to decline; corporation bonds 
will tend to advance. In 1932, there 
was a blind rush for safety. People 
dashed to bury their money in Gov- 
ernment bonds just as they would 
bury it in a mattress or a hole in 
the earth. Such Issues were there- 
fore in artificial demand. Now that 
the corner has been turned, inves- 
tors will gradually seek 
yields. This means that funds 
slowly be withdrawn from long"- 
tenn Government issues, which will 
gradually decline.

See Wholesale Advance 


In the business'picture, tht high- 


light should Tje an rpward trend of 
wholesale commodity prices. No 
signs are found at present of any 
continuous and dramatic buT mar- 
ket in commodities. The impending 
rise will be irregular and broken by 
seasonal weaknesses, and by correc- 
tions for too rapid advances. The 
main axis of the price movement, 
h.wever, should be upward. The 
strongest groups will comprise raw 
materials 
and semi-manufactured 


products. Some finished commodi- 
ties have been stubborn in taking 
their share of depression. Iu some 
instances, these prices arc out of 
line with the wholesale price level; 
hence, there are some groups of 
goods which in 1933 will probably 
have to accept some rinal readjust- 
ments in price. In general, however, 
the wholesale price trend should 
move higher for these reasons: (1) 
supplies are low; (2) current output 
is less than consumption in many 
lines; (3) any revival in demand 
will cause shortages; (4) credit is 
abundant and money rates low; (5) 
prospects are for at least partial 
settlement 
of important foreign 


trade problems during the coming 
year, thus restoring foreign demand 
for our products. 


Better Farm Prices 


One of the outstanding events in 


1933 will be a tendency toward bet- 
ter alignment of the prices of agri- 
cultural 
products and industrial 


products, 
including 
merchandise 


which the farmer buys. The plight 
of the farming regions has been one 
of the grave dislocations of the de- 
pression. In 1933, this maladjust- 
r ent will be corrected, at least par- 
tially. For the immediate future it 
is probably too much to expect that 
farm purchasing power will show 
spectacular advances. If we refer 
to farm income for the 1932-33 sea- 
son, we must figure this apparently 
at about 15 per cent below the cor- 
responding period of the preceding 


j season. Nevertheless, we have al- 
' ready had one brief but impressive 
demonstration of how prices can 
climb. The upward swing in the 
prices of hogs and other livestock 
last summer showed what can be 
expected when once conditions are 
set to "3?ipe out the price differen- 
tial against the farmer. 
Further- 


more with possibilities of later 
agreement on war debts and certain 
other foreign problems, demand 
from abrcad could easily strengthen 
farm prices. 


Retail Prices Deflated 


The field of retail prices shows 


complete deflation in most lines of 
wearing apparel. In a broad way 
t' " same is true of foods. There are 
a few retail lines, 
however, in 


which further deflation may occur. 
To this extent, the outlook may still 
call for some caution; but funda- 
mentally, the general price situation 
calls for courageous buying. After 
the punishment of the past few 
years, buyers are gun-shy. At every 
temporary 
halt in prices, they 


imagine a return of complete de- 
moralization of the 
whole price 


structure. Hence, be prepared for 
these fluctuations. Do not let the 
commodity markets whip-srw you, 
but basically, we are now witness- 
ing the bargains of a generation. 
The next twelve 
months should 


demonstrate the correctness of tnis 
conclusion. For the general run of 
goods the prompt buyers of current 
bargains will be handsomely repaid 
for their foresight. They will not 
only serve themselves well by pur- 
chasing now, but also render a_val- 
uable service to business recovery. 


Rents and Taxes 


Although 1933 in general can be 


forecast as a year of improvement, 
this fact in itself implies that some 
further necessary adjustments must 
be expected. For example, a study 
of economic history shows that in 
the latter part of depression there 
is a lag in the adjustment of rents 
Long term leases 1pnd to suoport 
rentals artificially. Ultimately, how- 
ever, the peg gives way and rents 
are readjusted in line with current 
conditions Tn some localities and in 
some classes of property, this has al- 
ready occurred. In other places, 
there must apparently be a marking 
down in the coming year. Likewise 
the year holds out the prospect that 
taxes will be lower. Tax reduction 
will be accomplished less by public 
agitation than by personal efforts 
of each property owner who pre- 
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concrete evidence that valuations 
on his properties arc excessive. Cer- 
tainly it will do no good to advocate 
wholesale discharge of government 
employees in an effort to cut taxes, 
because by so doing you merely add 
to the burden of local expenditures 
for unemployment relief. 


More Jobs In 1933 


No theories or statistics or any- 


thing else can change the fact that 
this is a hard winter. To every citi- 


let me say: This ought to be the 


final battle ox the depression. For 
1933, my forecast is higher employ- 
ment levels. Normally a gain in em- 
ployment conditions appears first in 
the amount of payrolls in dollars; 
the number employed tends to lag. 
In the present period that lagging 
tendency will be less pronounced 
because it will be countered by 
campaigns such as the share-the- 
work movement and other meas- 
ures. Wage rates will tend to wab- 
ble along in the present zone until 
increasing activity is plainly appar- 
ent, and then wages will gradually 
respond. No strikes of importance 
to industry are now indicated. Em- 
nloyers with sound management 


bulls would have played it up in 
their pools. No, the humorists are 
right when they say this new word 
"technocracy" ought to be spelled 
"techrso-crazy." Instead of worrying 
about this fad of the pessimists, 
focus your energies on the develop- 
ment of purchasing power. 


Concentrate on Selling 


So far 
as there 
are any real 


threats in automatic machinery, the 
way to meet them is by greater de- 
velopment of advertising and sell- 
ing, thus increasing buying power 
and advancing the standard of liv- 
ing Hence, I maintain: in 1933, of 
all the departments in a business 
the most essential will be sales and 
advertising. Admit it or not, there 
is gathering throughout this coun- 
try a colossal force of latent buying 
power. People have got into the 
habit of thinking there is no money. 
I am telling you that the weak spot 
is not money but confidence. More 
tha,i you would imagine from hear- 
ing them talk, people have the 
means to buy. but they are not in 
the mood to buy. Every person in 
the nation is in some degree a sales- 
man. 
If all will help the organized 


sales forces and advertising staffs 
in a campaign to re-create confi- 
dence, we can rapidly and soundly 
re-build business 
Moreover, by 


purchasing now, the public can get 
more goods and superior goods at 
lower prices 


Territories Improve 


Sales will not immediately soar, 


but already the pendulum is start- 
ing its upward arc. When 1933 is 
written into the sales sheets, the 
figures will make much better read- 
ing than those of 1932. The year 
will tend to become progressively 
better from a sales standpoint,— 
with due allowance, of course, for 
seasonal patterns such as spring 
rise, summer slump, and fall revival. 
New England showed early tracss 
of improvement in textile and shoe 
industries. The Northeast is habit- 
ually a leader in business recover- 
ies; this territory ought to be among 
the first to move ahead in 1933. The 
automobile,' iron and steel, machine 
tool and other manutacturing cen- 
ters in eastern and mid-west sec- 
tions will follow in this gradual re- 
vival of purchasing power. The oil 
regions of the southwest and Pacific 
Coast should feel strongly the bet- 
terment in that industry. The sec- 
ond part of the year looks better 
for the farming: communities. They 
have 'been held down by stubbornly 
low prices of agricultural products, 
notably the grains. I look for im- 
provement in the farm regions, but 
we shall have to give them time. 


Outlook For Industries 


Heavy industries respond slowly 


to the influence of general revival, 
and these lines appear more likely 
to advance in the latter rather than 
in the earlier part of 1933. In the 
Automobile industry: Replacement 
and 
modernization 
rec;uirements 


will become acute in 1933 and will 
force larger sales. In the Aircraft 
industry: Gradual growth will con- 
tinue; this, however, is an induciry 
where some new invention could 
produce revolutionary results. In 
th" general building industry: For 
the first part of 1933. most activity 
will be in the building of small 
houses. In the chemical industry: 
Its strong financial position will 
make itself felt when the heavy in- 
dustries start up. In the oil indus- 
try: Here also the financial posi- 
tion is strong and the 
industry 


ought to play a big role in-the -bet- 
ter business of 1933. Among the 
utilities: 
Companies with sound 


franchises and proper rate structure 
should do well in 1933; some of the 
holding companies may be discip- 
lined, but from an investor's view- 
point, 
diversification 
is in their 


favor and so is leverage in event of 
advance in general business. 


War Debts Overemphasized 


Congress will have to deal with 


much legislation of importance to 
business men and investors. Re- 
cently people have been much con- 
cerned over the question of war 
debts. I do not expect that the debts 
owed to us bv foreign nations will 
be cancelled. Moreover, the compro- 
mises which seem likely to be work- 
ed out by a commission to be ap- 
pointed will probably be applied to 
the payment of interest rather than 
principal. In other words, interest 
will be scaled down and payments 
applied on principal. In my opinion, 
however, world debt is not the most 
important measure which will come 
before Congress. What affects buji- 
ne«;t; men and investors most imme- 
diately is not international debts,— 
but a national advertising campaign 
to encourage buying. If such a cam- 
paign were undertaken by business 
leaders, under government sponsor- 
ship and assistance, the stimulus to 
business would be enormous, par- 
ticularly if supported with other 
measures to increase sales both at 
home and abroad. 


Stock Market Outlook 


In July 1932, the stock market 


reached its final low. That month 
marked the death of a bear market 
and the birth of a bull market This 
applies, of 
course, to 
long-pull 


trerds and major movements. What 
particular pattern the market will 
follow in its short swings is now 
anybody's guess. Based on precedent 
it is a plausible conjecture that in a 
bull market, the largest percentages 
of advance tend to occur in the first 
two years. In the latter stages of a 
bull market the advances look spec- 
tacular; but the cold-blooded test of 
percentages show that the ratio of 
rise tends to llatten out. In the mar- 
ket, therefore, as in many other 
fields of activity the exceptional 
jjrofits go to the pioneers. There is 


some of the short-term financing of 
the Government is out of the way, 
but it will come into evidence be- 
fore 1Q33 is over. Corporation bonds 
however, will in the main, work 
higher in 1933. In the early stages of 
recovery, investors are to nervous to 
buy stocks but too needy to stick to 
Governments; so they will pick the 
middle-ground and buy corporation 
bonds. The coming year I think "will 
present a good domestic bond mar- 
ket. 


Railroad Ontlook Better 


The railroad situation may be big 


news for investors in 1933. The rail- 
roads have a stake in all industries; 
hence, ari improvement in general 
business implies increased business 
for the carriers. First-aid from Gov- 
ernment sources has met the- emer- 
gency, and restorative 
influences 


are underway. The Coolidge- com- 
mittee's work is helpful, especially 
in the hope it hold for reforming 
the roads' chief bugaboo, the L C. C- 
Other hopes: Consolidations, some 
form of tax relief, and a rational ad- 
justment of the wage adjustment of 
the wage agreements. Although sev- 
eral of the weaker systems are in a 
predicament, the railroads generally 
ought to pull out of their plight I 
do not recommend holding railroad 
securities for heirlooms. They are 
nothing to put in the baby's-bank. 
In 1933, however, the roads will do 
much better both in business and 
earnings. Certain bonds of the best 
railroads are quite secure. It is also 
probably advisable to buy the bet- 
ter railroad stocks, if the holder is 
willing to remain awake and watch- 
fuL

To found a successful business, of 


to build up a sound investment list, 
is no undertaking for the lazy reck- 
less, the fearful or thf ov~sr-greedy, 
Prudent courage, wise aggressive- 
ness and determined acti m are tha 
keynotes to real success.
